Belgian Press Worried Over Effect 
on Budget.

BRUSSELS, July 22.—The Bel- 
gian press of all shades of opinion,

Borah Says Europe Must Reduce 

Armaments to Avoid Disaster.

BOISE, Idaho, June 22.—The 
Idaho Statesman, in a copyright 
story, quotes Senator William E. 
Borah of Idaho, chairman of thc 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, as saying that unless arma- 
ments in Europe are drastically re- 
duced and reparations readjusted, a 
moratorium “would simply post- 
pone the day of disaster.”

This declaration of Le Temps 
was preceded by an assertion that 
Hoover’s interest early had turned 
towards private American capital 
engaged in Germany. 

“To understand the problem it 
is necessary first to take into con- 
sideration the real reason for Hoo- 
ver's action,“ the paper added. 
Mellon's reports certainly con- 
firmed the fears, which the Ger- 
man campaign concerning Ger- 
many’s distress succeeded in awak- 
ening, and it seems that following 
the Chequers meeting the British 
authorities, who were serioushy 
aiarmed, must have acted in the 
same direction.

Le Journal says it is convinced 
debt revision now is inevitable. It 
argues that either Mr. Hoover's 
remedy would prove ineffective 
and the economic crisis would con- 
tinue, or else it would be success- 
ful and would remain in force in- 
dc finitely.

~ FXPOSED IN’ BOSTON 


Promoter Posing as Agent of 
Irish Free State Found to 
Be Fake. 


By the Associated Press. 
BOSTON, June 22.—Boston po- 


lice announce they are seeking the 
promoters of a lottery swindle 
which they say is assuming large 
proportions. Thousands of tickets 
already have been sold in New En- 
gland. 

Deputy Superintendent of Police 
James McDevitt said a man, posing 
as an agent of the Irish Free State 
Government, had flooded Eastern 
states with tickets on a lottery 
based on the races at Newmarket, 
England, next October.

Louis County. If this is shown to 
be his legal domicile, the fact that 
Hornsby's income came from out- 
side the State will not affect his 
Hability to pay the State tax, Audi- 
tor Thompson says. The. income 
tax law applies to all residents of 
Missouri, and to their entire in- 
comes, whether derived from 
sources in or outside the State. 

If he finds no record of a re- 
turn by Hornsby in the Assessor's 
records at Clayton, Thompson will 
make inquiry at the St. Louis City 
Assessor's office, to make sure that 
no return was made in the city. 

Hornsby, as told yesterday, is in 
dispute with the United States In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau over the 
amount of his Federal income tax 
for 1927, the bureau claiming $8782 
tax and penalties in addition to the 
first assessment of $2763 for that 
year. In the controversy with the 
Federal authorities, Hornsby main- 
tains that his home is at Fort 
Worth, Tex., and that he listed one- 
half his $73,000 income for 1927 


in his wife's name, under the Tex- 


as community property law. The 
Government holds that Hornsby re- 
sides in Missouri. He was playing 
with the New York Giants in 1927, 
having been manager of the St. 
Louis Cardinals in their pennant 
and world's championship victories

John B. C. Lucas Heirs to 
Seek Final Decision in 
State Supreme Court. 


The suit of descendants of Au- 
guste Chouteau.and John B. C. 
Lucas to recover title to the site 
of the Old Courthouse on Broad- 
way was dismissed today by Cir- 
cult Judge Hartmann, 

At the same time Circuit Judge 
Pearcy denied a rehearing of the 
suit of Henri Chouteay which was 
dismissed some time ago. The 
question will now go to the State 
Supreme Court for final decision, 

‘Chouteau and Lucas donated the 
ground to the city in 1823, stipu- 
lating that it was to be used for- 
ever” for a courthouse. The city, 
which moved the courts a year 
ago into the new Civil Courthouse 
on Twelfth boulevard, 
there had been substantial compli- 
ance with the conditions of the 
gift. 

Three groups of heirs joined in 
the suit which Judge Hartmann 
passed upon after hearing evidence, 
Henri Chouteau filed a separate 
action which was dismissed on a 
demurrer, before any testimony 
had been given, 

The city plans to include the 
old Courthouse as a conspicuous 
feature of the proposed river front 
park. The old Cathedral a few 
blocks away would be another his- 
toric building enhanced by the im- 
provement. 

During trial of the suit before 
Judge Hartmann there was testi- 
mony concerning the architectural 
beauty and historic value of the 
Courthouse to the city. Eugene 8. 
Klein, architect, compared the 
structure with the National Cap- 
itol as an example of fine propor- 
tions. The symmetry of its dome 
is surpassed by few anywhere, he 
said. 

Circuit Judge Rutledge, who was 
called as a witness, testified the 
building had historic value, but 
Objections by attorneys for the 
plaintiffs prevented him from men- 
tioning famous cases, among them 
the Dred Seott trial, which were 
heard there. There was no men- 
tion, likewise, of the sale of slaves 
on the steps of the building before 
the Civil War. 

During the .last year the old 
Courthouse has been occupied by 
two Justice of the Peace courts 
and the St. Louis Art League has 
irstalled there exhibitions of the 
works of St. Louis artists. De- 
scendants of Chouteau and Lucas 
contended in their guit that Jus- 
tice of the Peace courts, which 
are not courts of record, do not 
meet the conditions laid down in 
the deed dy which the city ac- 
quired the property.

Asparagus omelet with crisp po- 
tato chips, sliced tomato salad, hot 
rolls and say a peach or cherry 
cobbler makes a delectable meal 
for a June night. 

Asparagus Omelet. 

To make an asparagus omelet 
for four, use a regular omelet 
recipe as a beginning. Reheat half 
a bunch of asparagus aver hot 
water, or cook it if necessary. 
When the omelet is firm, place the 
hot asparagus in a bundle on one 
side of the omelet, turn the omelet 
over the asparagus and roll out on 
a hot platter. Surround with a 
well seasoned cream sauce or serve 
plain. 

Baked Tomatoes. 

Baked tomatoes and eggs are an- 
other excellent hot weather lunch- 
eon or dinner dish. Allow a me- 
dium-sized tomato for each serving 
cut a slice from the top of each 
and scoop out the inside, leaving 
a shell about half an inch thick. 
Put the tomato pulp in a small pan 
with a slice of onion, a few grains 
of sugar and a little salt for each 
tomato and simmer while the to- 
matoes and eggs are baking. 
Sprinkle the tomato cases inside 
with salt and break an egg into 
each. Put a little piece of butter 
on each egg and sprinkle with dry 
breadcrumbs. 

Put the tomatoes in a baking 
dish and bake in a moderate oven 
for five to 20 minutes or until the 
tomatoes are tender. The crumbs 
will keep the eggs from becoming 
dry on top. Serve each tomato on 
a round of toast and pour the 
stewed pulp around it. 

Creamed Mushrooms. 

Creamed mushrooms served on 
thick slices of sauted tomatoes 
which in turn are served on rounds 
of toast, are used to make a quick 
hot weather dinner. For four peo- 
ple use three-fourths pound fresh 
mushrooms, two large tomatoes and 
four rounds of toast. Wash the 
mushrooms, cut off the stems and 
scrape them. Peel the mushroom 
caps if very large. Cut each cap 
in quarters and slice the stems. 
Cut the tomatoes in half, sprinkle 
with salt, pepper and flour. 

Melt two tablespoons cooking fa 
in a heavy frying pan, add thé to- 
matoes and cook over a moderate 
heat until brown, turn and brown 
on the other side. Meanwhile, melt 
three tablespoons butter in a sance- 
pan, add five tablespoons flour. 
and when blended add one and 
one-half cups milk and cook to a 
thick, smooth sauce. Then stif in 
the mushrooms, one teaspoon salt, 
a little pepper and one teaspoon 
lemon juice. Cover and cook slow- 
ly for eight to 10 minutes, stirring 
once or twice. The mushrooms as 
they cook will thin the sauce some- 
what ‘ 

Arrange the tomatoes on four 
slices of toast and pour the mush- 
rooms over them. Serve with 
canned fresh cooked peas and a 
plain green salad. Strawberries or 
any fresh fruit and sugar wafers 
make the most acceptable dessert.

The clash centers on the closing 
by the Fascist Government of 15,- 
000 Catholic Action subsidiary 
clubs. Mussolini says the clubs 
had become political; the Pope in- 
sists they had not. Back of that, 
however, is the old quarrel be- 
tween the church and the state re- 
garding who shall educate the 
youth. 

The church maintained through 
the clubs a weekday influence over 
Catholic young people by sports, 
amusement and cultural activities. 
Mussolini insisted that youth be- 
longed to the state and that while 
religion was necessary it should 
not be allowed to broaden its 
scope into conflict with Fascism's 
complete cont.vl of youth outside 
the church and home. 

The Pope described the youth 
clubs in dozens of addresses as 
things vital to the church and 
dearest to his heart. Mussolini re- 
plied through Foreign Minister 
Dino Grandi that the clubs by mix- 
ing in politics had become illegal.

Henry Ford, prosperity will end its 
“vacation” not as a gentle shower 
covering all sections of the earth, 
but will return in spots. The re- 
turn, he believes, will be on its way 


as soon as men get to the same 
kind of thinking they did before 
they became tied up in stock specu- 
lation with get rich quick views. 

Ford said he believes cities uni- 
versally should adopt a city man- 
ager plan, and described charity as 
practiced today as inhuman and 
cold. 

Touching ou Russia Ford said 
that a' free nation of business men 
can carry on more successfully than 
any small group of national over- 
seers.” He also thinks the day will 
come when the industrial worker 
will labor indoors in indoor weath- 
er, and outdoors on farms the re- 
mainder of the year. 

Asked regarding the so-called 
Russian five-year pian; Ford ad- 
mitted he knew but little about it, 
but thought that Russia would 
come through with their program 
—if not in one way, then in anoth- 
er. They cannot reverse natural 
laws of course, and if they find 
they are wrong they will have to 
adopt other methods. When you 
stabilize anything you are likely to 


include the wrongs with the rights. 


A five-year plan may close the door 

to the big things that may happen 

during the tryout period.” 
Over-production, in Ford's opin- 


ion, is in no way responsible for our 


present economic . dilemma. The 
damage was done, he said, when 
the gambling fever took the 
minds of men and women and the 
nation itself, off their business. 
Sloppy Thinking Disappearing. 
They simply thought their bus! 
nesses would run automatically 
without any thought being given to 
them,“ he continued. No new 
methods were adopted. Business 
men made the stock market a busi- 
ness. Of course when business suf - 
fers your stock market cannot last 
long. 

„Business is coming back when 
each business man goes back to 
that spot where ne subscribed to 
that get-rich-quick philosophy and 
picks up the threads where he 
turned from hard and fast princi- 
ples to a dream of easy money se- 
cured without thought or labor. I 
don’t say that everybody is cured 
of expecting something for nothing; 
there always will de parasites to 
encourage and profit by that delu- 
sion, but I do say that more peo- 
ple are thinking today than there 
were a couple of years ago.” 

The government of cities calls for 


business ability. That is the most 


important requirement because 80 
much of city administration is of 
nonpolitical and strictly business 
character. It must be conducted 
on business principles, with no re- 
gard whatever for politics. Politics 
has no more place in municipal 
government than in an industrial 
plant.“ 

Touching the farm question, Ford 
commented: 

Farming has existed 80 far to 
supply the table.

What agriculture needs is an indus- 
trial outlet. Is it possible to grow 
an automobile? Will it be possible 
to grow in the earth the material 
which we now get "rom forests and 
mines? If the answer is yes it will 
mean that agriculture will have an 
industrial market and will require 
more labor. I think the day may 
come when we will grow these 
things as we do potatoes and corn. 
Two Major Illnesses. 

“Our two major illnesses today 
are agriculture and industry. For 
the prestnt, one has too much 
product, the other a surplus of la- 
bor, and by bringing them togeth- 
er they may cure each other.“ 

Ford was asked if he thought 
men should spend half the year 
growing and harvesting materials 
for industry and the other half in 
assembling them. 

That's my idol,“ he answered. 
“What we are trying to find out is 
whether it will work. I have faith 
enough in it to attempt it. A fac- 
tory is,no place for a man in the 
summer. In the winter we can use 
up in the factory the products of 
the summer work out of doors. I'm 
willing to invest my time, money 
and experience in the experiment.” 

It is understood that Ford has 
acquired a large amount of farm- 
ing acreage in Southern Michigan 
supplementing the work now being 
done on some 10,000 acres by his 
chemists. 

Suggests New Wheat Uses. 

Continuing, Ford said: The 
world will benefit by an agricul- 
tural surplus. The pressure of 
surplus always forces one to find 
new use for stock. All we know 
about wheat today is that it's some- 
thing for the table—something to 
eat. Perhaps it is possible to do 
something with wheat besides eat- 
ing it. 

“And about charity. Extending 
our mistaken charity means the 
undermining of our civilization. 
Present methods fail to touch the 
basic cause. Moreover, the kind of 
help we give, the way we give it 
and the humiliation we visit upon 
persons who have to receive it are 
essentially inhuman. It is based on 


the medieval idea of the handout. 


The more you hand out, the more 
merit you get for yourself and the 
prouder you feel of yourself. There 
is little thought given to the job 
of preventing people from coming 
to the point where they need char- 
ity. We pass it over to icy formal 
organizations for administration, 

“I belHeve there are 20 women 
for every child being cared for in 
this way who would take the child 
into their home. In every com- 
munity there is enough neighborly 
interest and help to go the rounds, 
but instead we back off from that 
human obligation and delegate a 
city government to act for us. That 
is the reason why so-called charity 
has opened the gates to so many 
abuses. A wrong thing always 
leads to abuse. 

“Even an honest man today is 
regarded by official investigators 
with suspicion—they deal with so 
many impostors. The fault has 
been that we give too little atten- 
tion to preventing the need for 
charity ever arising. All of us 
must share the blame for that. But 
it is also true that all of us are 
giving it more thought than ever 
before.”

Briefs were filed with the State 
Public Service Commission today 
by the City of St. Louis and the 
Union Electric Light & Power Co. 
in the rate case which has been 
pending for more than three years. 
The case is set for oral argument 
on July 6. 

The three briefs, two for the 
company, contain about 1100 print- 
ed pages devoted to statements 
of the facts, review of the evi- 
dence and law, and argument. The 
city’s brief is 700 pages in length. 


City Counselor Julius T. Muench 
and Associate City Counselor For- 
rest G. Ferris Jr. prepared the 
city’s brief, assisted by C. E. Smith 
& Co., consulting engineers. 

It is stated in the company’s 
brief that this case has cost the 
company nearly $250,000. This is 
paid ultimately by the consumers, 
as it is an allowable operating ex- 
pense to be collected out of rates. 

The case was instituted early in 
1928 after the company had an- 
nounced a rate reduction giving a 
saving of about $700,000 a year to 
commercial and industrial custom- 
ers. The annual report for the pre- 
ceding year had disclosed the com- 
pany’s earnings exceeded an eight 
per cent return on its property, 
based on the 1915 vatuation by the 
Public Service Commission plus net 
additions and betterments. 

City’s Contention. 

The city contended that after 
the announced reduction the com- 
pany still would be earning an ex- 
cessive return and insisted that do- 
mestic consumers should have been 
given a reduction and that the to- 
tal reduction should have been at 
least $1,418,000 a year. 

On the city’s petition the com- 
mission ordered its accountants to 
make an audit of the company’s 
records of earnings and property 
account. The audit required about 
two years and was completed in the 
summer of 1930. The audit gave 
support to the cfry’s contentions, 
but the company asserted it was 
not a fair appraisal of its property 
value taking into consideration re- 
production cost and all other ele- 
ments.

There followed a long series of

“The company’s rates, as shown 
by its own figures, solemnly sworn 
to, were excessive in 1928, and it 
should have been possible to re- 
duce them instanter. 

Patience Exhausted. 

“It would seem that all reason- 
able patience should be exhausted. 
Thousands of pages of testimony 
have been taken; months have 
been consumed in hearings, the 
commission has listened patiently 
while innumerable witnesses have 
paraded before it. After great la- 
bor the whole case has been re- 
viewed in the briefs, and we are 
still hoping for some reduction. 
This case has reached such a point 
that we are justified in character- 
izing it as one of the outstanding 
examples of the failure of present- 
day regulation actually to regulate. 

“The equity of the situation calls 
for prompt action. A rate reduc- 
tion is overdue. We pray the com- 
mission that it be granted.” 

Wide Valuation Divergence. 

Wide divergence developed in the 
estimates of city and company as 
to the value of the company’s prop- 
erty used in serving St. Louis with 
electricity. The city asserted $40,- 
000,000 was a fair value and esti- 
mated reproduction cost, less depre- 
ciation, was $43,150,221, not count- 
ing any property in course of con- 
struction. Against this, the com- 
pany placed an estimate of 390. 
000,000, including property under 
construction. 

The company also asserted that 
putting the Bagnell hydro-electric 
plant into service this year will 
greatly increase the property value 
without at once affording a com- 
mensurate increase in revenue. The 
company estimated property value 
at the end of 1931 would be $132,. 
222,225. 

Since the hearings in the case 
were concluded, the commission, on 
its own motion, has ordered a com- 
plete physical inventory and ap- 
praisal of the company, but as 
pointed out in the city’s brief, this 
will require a year or more of field 
work and additional time for hear-

"MACHIAVELLI IN CANADA. — 


$200,000,000 a year in export business, and it is en- 
lightening to take an objective look at it. Such a 
view must inspire admiration for the finesse involved 
in our neighbor’s revision upward. To begin with, 
no protracted legislative wrangles preceded the action, 
and no time was given for public protest, if anyone 
had wanted to make any. A tariff of self-defense gets 
more popylar support than a tariff of aggression, like 
our Hawley-Smoot act. Premier Bennett merely laid 
down the schedules in his budget message and they 
were in effect, sprung fully armed from dis brow, 
subject to no pruning save in the unlikely <vent of 
objection by Parliament. 

There are wisdom and equity in the tariff's safe- 
guard against profiteering. . This provision revokes 
any duty used by the benefited business as an ex- 
cuse for undue increase in its prices. Senator Nor- 
ris tried to get such a clause into the Hawley-Smoot 
measure, but his effort failed. The condition that 
has permitted an estimated $6,000,000,000 annua! over- 
charge to American consumers remains part of our 
tariff system. 

Typical shrewd strokes are Canada’s increased levy 
on wire netting, raised from 30 to 35 per cent, and 
the decreased rate on steel tubing, lowered from 30 
to 7% per cent. Why these differences in allied prod- 
ucts? Because a manufacturer had promised to open 
a wire netting plant if protected by a higher tariff 
rate, and another had promised a factory to make 
goods from steel tubing if enabled to import raw ma- 
terial under low rates. Similarly, a bounty of 5 
cents a bushel will be paid to the grower of wheat 
sold abroad, giving Canadians an advantage in ex- 
ports. The coal industry is aided by freight bonuses, 
and a higher duty on coal gives dnother advantage 
ovér our producers. United States firms are being 
induced to open plants in Canada, and more than 65 
major concerns have done so. The shrewd Canadians 
point out to them that the 2 per cent extra tax on 
their incomes as non-residents may be deducted from 
their income tax returns at home. ‘ 
The mountainous duty on foreign magazines is an- 
other wily stroke. Under this, the Saturday Evening 
Post will have to sell for 50 cents a copy, unless it 
gets in as a religious, scientific or educational peri- 
odical. Canadian publishers did not lobby for this 
tax; it was Bennett’s own idea. The purpose is to 
strike at United States products through a ban on 
magazines that are loaded with their advertisements. 
If the two nations are to continue fighting each 
other with tariff walls, our tariff makers will have 
to take a few lessons from Canada.

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COMMERCIALIZING A CIVIC DUTY. 

The jury which convicted three of the men who 
precipitated the failure of the Bank of United States 
has been awarded a $500 bonus by the trial Judge 
in addition to regular fees. To give prizes to jury- 
men for merely doing their plain duty is a strange 
use of the judicial prerogative. It is to vulgarize 
and commercialize the jury box and to detract from 
its dignity. The Bank of United States’ crash was 
one of the most ill-smelling adventures in piracy that 
American banking has known in some time. Its 
president, a vice president and a clerk are on thtir 
way to Sing Sing. Other officials remain to be tried. 
Will jurymen clamor to get the assignment to sit 
in judgment on them, with their eyes on possible 
bonuses after their work has been done? It so, an 
important civic service, like so many other aspects 
of American life, will have been mammonized.

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MISS EARHART’S VISIT. 

Amelia Earhart Hterally dropped in last Saturday 
afternoon after a leisurely morning jaynt from Tulsa, 
Ok. Her autogyro plane, with its rotating vanes, 
descended almost vertically to the field and stopped 
practically dead. For the last four weeks, Miss Ear- 
hart has been touring the country in demonstration 
of the autogyro’s practicability, with one slight mis- 
hap at Abilene, Tex. Her type of plane may be the 
one to revolutionize aviation, in the sense that it 
may bring air travel within the reach of the average 
person. Piloting airplanes today is still the task of 
an expert, and the high speed that accompanies both 
landing and taking off requires large fields. The 
autogyro can land on a postage stamp and move from 
it less than three lengths before the operation is 
compteted. Its safety principles are said to repre 
sent a considerable advance. We cannot say that we 
regard with entire equanimity a skyful of amateur 
pilots, who will land casually in back yards, on 
roofs and at street corners, but to people of tHe fu- 
ture such spectacles may become commonplace.

WASHINGTON, June 22. 
HOUGH not very well known outside of 
Washington, Benjamin C. Marsh, execu- 


tive secretary of that comparatively 
small left-wing faction of progressivism 
comprising the People’s Lobby, has long 
been familiar to Capitol Hill.

Now that so many peoble 
are writing or yearning to write, it 
ight seem unlikely that any body 
of rich subject matter should be 
3 in the wild scramble to 
decome important; and truly al- 
most every €onceivable subject 
seems to have been worked, if not 
overworked. But there is one great 
work that needs very much to be 
written, ineredible as this may 
seem. Its subject matter may be 
indicated by the tentative title: “A 
History of the Trans-Missouri 


Country.“ 


During the past 15 or 20 years 
and more noticeably within the 
past di ‘ccade—important fragment- 
ary contributions to the literature 
upon which such @ work would be 
pased, have been numerous. Ae. 
cordingly, a very rich chaos awaits 
the creative spirit able to conceive 
the great jumbled mass of materia: 
in its proper relations, that the 
tremendous story of Western devel- 
opment might be viewed as an or- 
ganic whole. 

The task is not such as would 
appeal to a lazy man or even to a 
fundamentally’ selfish one. hi 
would require years of researcn 
end labor with no certain profit 
in sight.

In the meanwhile, the materials 
for “4 History of the Trans-Mis- 
sour{ Country” continue to accumu- 
lake. During the past two years, 
in response tO a vogue occasioned 
by the centennial celebration of 
overland travel by wagon, much 
valuable source material has been 
rescued from old trunks in dusty 
attics, and a considerable number

of original works have appeared. 
Among the latter, “Broken Hand,” 
by Hafen and Ghent, stands forth 
conspicuous; and it seems just to 
say that no single contribution to 
Western history of greater value 
than this has appeared since Dale’s 
“Ashley-Henry Explorations.” 

Although Thomas Fitzpatrick 
looms large in any account of the 
period of the Fur Trade and West- 
ern exploration, it has been true, as 
Chittenden remarked in his famous 
History, that “His comings and go- 
ings are lost behind the scenes, and 
all that is known of him is from 
transient glimpses while he is pass- 
ing across the stage before us.“ 
But here, at last; we have some 
thing approaching a full-length bi- 
ography of the man. There are still 
dark spots in the picture, but they 
are far less in evidence than form- 
erly and so widely spaced that the 
vital continuity of the picture is 
unbroken. The authors, both well 
trained in historical research, seem 
to have spared no effort in getting 
at possible sources of information, 
and they have been able to make 
Fitzpatrick come alive again, much 
as he must have appeared to his 
contemporaries. 

With the exception of Jedediah 
Smith, Fitzpatrick was truly, as the 
authors contend, the most remark- 
able of our Western explorers; and, 
outliving Smith by nearly a quar- 
ter of a century, his part in the 
development of the West was far 
greater and, indeed, unequaled by 
that of any contemporary. Born in 
County, Cavan, Ireland, in 1799, as 
we now know, he came to Amer- 
ica at the’age of 17 and spent some 
years on the Upper Mississippi. In 
1823 he ascended the Missouri with 
the Ashley-Henry trappcrs.

Seams should be smoothly fin- 
ished inside so as to prevent 
scrathing and irrritation. Ribbons, 
ruffles, fussy collars and cuffs and 
ties may well be omitted from all 
but one dress-up outfit. 

Clothing designed with these 
elements in mind is practical and 
durable from the mother’s point of 
view. 

For the child it has the prime 
virtue of being so easy to manage 
that he requires a minimum of help 
and at the earliest possible mo- 
ment is able to dress and undress 
himself. Once he has put it on 
he can forget all about it.
